Councilman John Barden “Ready To 
Move Forward" After OUIL Guilty Plea 


Following his plea of "guilty" on a 
charge of OUIL (Operating Under the 
Influence of Liquor), Romulus City Coun- 
cilman John Barden says that he is 
ready to putthe incident behind him and 
move forward with his work for the 
community. 

Barden was arrested on January 16 
by Wayne County Sheriff deputies, who 
found him slumped over the wheel of a 
running vehicle — a white 2005 Cadillac 
— that was pulled over to the side of 
Hamilton Street in Highland Park. A 
preliminary breath test indicated a blood 
alcohol level of 0.09%; a second test 
read 0.22%. Michigan's legal limit is 
0.08%. 

On March 1, Barden appeared in 
30th District Court (Highland Park) fora 
pretrial hearing, enteringhis "guilty" plea 
at that time. His sentencing is set for 
March 15. 

Barden, who was elected to his first 
term on the Romulus City Council last 
November, is also involved in govern- 
ment at the county level. As an execu- 
tive assistant to Wayne County Execu- 
tive Robert Ficano, heis assigned to the

Recently, Barden talked to The 
Romulus News aboutthe OUIL incident. 

"| want to begin by offering my sin- 
cere apologies to everyone," he said. 

"Last December, my older brother 
Milton — with whom | was very close — 
passed away. On the night of my arrest, 
| had been thinking about him a lot, and 
| must have drunk more wine than | 
realized before starting for home. 

"When | noticed that | was feeling 
intoxicated," he continued, "| pulled my 
car over to the side of the road because 
| didn't want to put the public in danger. 
| left the engine running because it was 
cold outside. | just wanted to rest until | 
was sober enough to drive safely home." 

Barden admitted that his drinking- 
and-driving was a serious mistake, but 
hopes that people won't judge him too 
harshly for erring in his grief. 

"This is the first time I've ever been 
arrested — for drunk driving or anything 
else," he said. "My record has always 
béen exemplary."
